Please refer to the Terms Governing the 
Reproduction and Use of Photographs for access, restrictions, copyright, and credits pertaining to the 
use of photographic reproductions. It is required to read these terms before making a request. 

IMAGE FORMATS 

Photographic reproductions are available in the following formats: 

Digital file: 

• Colour only; 

• Large format (.tiff) - High resolution, 300 dpi, approximately 1 l”x 14” for publications 
and other printed media supplied on Compact Disc and sent by mail; 

• Small format (.jpeg) - Low resolution, 72 dpi, approximately 5”x7” for viewing (not 
suitable for printing) sent by e-mail. 

Print: 

• Colour or black & white; 

• Glossy or matte finish, 8”xl0” or 1 l”xl4”, sent by mail. 

All images are printed on standard, non-archival, glossy or matte paper. 

The Museum does not offer photographic reproductions onto film-based media (e.g., slides, 
transparencies, and negatives). Special requests pertaining to digital fdes can be made in writing to the 
photographer of the Currency Museum at images@bankofcanada.ca 

Objects in the National Currency Collection are photographed individually and one side is considered 
to be one image. Thus, a coin could be two or more images to show all aspects. Fees are based on the 
number of images and not the number of objects. Please specify if only one side or view is 
required. 

All images are photographed and produced on site. No outside party may photograph objects in the 
National Currency Collection, either in storage or on display, intended for commercial publication. At 
the discretion of the Curator, exceptions may be made to accommodate reproductions of images onto 
media not supported by the Museum, such as moving film, and to accommodate reproductions of 
images of objects considered for research and/or for exhibition by other institutions. 

FEE SCHEDULE FOR REPRODUCTIONS 

The Museum charges a fee for reproducing images. A Usage Fee applies to each reproduction and is 
based on the intended use of the image, either private or commercial. Private use includes 
publications, broadcasts, exhibitions, and electronic transmissions that are for research, education and 
non-profit promotions. Commercial use includes publications, broadcasts, exhibitions, and electronic 
transmissions that will be sold for profit, and promotions for businesses that are for profit. 


In the interest of promoting the National Currency Collection, the Currency Museum, and the Bank of 
Canada, the Museum will adjust or waive the fees in special circumstances, which will be examined on 
an individual, case-by-case, basis. Further details can be obtained by contacting the Curator for images 
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of specific objects in the NCC or the Marketing Manager for all other images.
